The Atiantic Cable.
 The Atlantic Telegraph Company, under the
indefatigable leadership of Cyrus W, Fiell, as
was announced last weck, has completed the
grand undertaking of laying a Cable across
the ocean, connecling Europe and Amerien,
and reducing the time for communication be-
tween the two worlds from wecks nnd months
to minutes and seconds. Is it mot a grand
and sublime thought. This is the fourth or
Aifth attempt to accomplish this gigautic en-
terprise. The first was made in 1857, but
when 380 miles from the coast of Ireland the
cable parted, which cuded the fivst nttempt
Under the direction of Mr. Field, preparations
were made for another atiempt, and the cnuses

ed, and in 18568, when about a hundred miles
of the cable had Leen laid, it parted again
This brake was repaired, and the cable laid
from the coast of Ireland to the coast of Amer-
ica, 80 that signals notually passed from shore
to shore for severnl days. Messages were
passed botween the Queen and the President
From some cause this was annther failure, and
the cable was taken up. The schome up to
this time lcost mear £2,000,000. Tn 1862 Mr,
Ficld resuscitated the work, and after three
years preparations, another trial was made in
1865, the cable parting when 1,200 miles had
been paid out, The present success is indeed the
greatest achievement of the age, hy which we
are brought in speaking distance of our trans-
Atlantic friends  Is it not a wonderful and
gublime thought ?

Riot in New Orleans.

The Radical Convention breken up.

New Onieaxs, July 30.

The Radical Convention attempted to con~
vene to day, which caused a territde riot. -

The Convention met at 12 o'clock, twenty~
six members present. Large numbers of ne-
groes formed in procession, with drums beat-
ing, and marched to Meclanies' [nstitute,
where the Convention was in session. The
mosl inlense excitement prevailed. Indis-
eriminate firing oceurred in several streets
and a number ot negroes were killed and some
whites wounded. The police surrounded the
Convention building and endenvored to main-
tain vrder. On the meeting of the Convention
thie populace surronnded the building, and an
iminense mob of negrovs were both inside and
outside  The police and peopie finally became
uiasters of the situation and the building was
cln'\-l'iy b igfll.

The police attempted to enter the building,
when they were fired upon. The firing then
commenced from the mob outside on the mob
inside.  And finally the parties inside surren-
dered in a hody.

Some fifty or sixty were killed in the fight.
Ex Gov. Haln was dreadfully out up. i’r
Dostic and John Henderson were killed. The
President of the Convention and members
theveol are being arrested one by one and
confined. A little more order and quiet now
prevails,

Juiy 31.—Citizens are pursning their usual
business nvoeations. The prisoners arrested
yesterday have been relensed by General Baird
The ensunliies sum up 30 negroes killed and
several poticemen dangerously wounded.
